In a civil suit filed after the late eiec- 
tions, Dirady was substantially charged 
with cmbezzliement. The suit was dis- 
missed by the pla ntiff, but the defendant 
has never thought it necessary to vinui- 


cate himself by a suit for damages against 
the wealthy man who made th.s serious 
charge aga nst him.

Investigation of the records and papers of 
the Criminal Court and the Clerk's office 
for the year 1883 reveals a bold attempt to 
falsify the records oY the court and an 
equally daring theft of valuable documents 
from the Clerk's office. 

Although Brady was iInd'cted by the 
Grand-jury in October, 1883, for accepting a 
bribe, there is nothing in the recorde in the 
possession of the present Clerk of the Crim- 
inal Court to show that fact, save a small 
entry in the minutes of the da‘'ly proceed- 
ings of the court. 

irady’s name hae been erased from the 
index containing the names of defendants 
of the Criminal Court, and the indictment 
itself, together with other documents nec- 
essary to the final disposition of the case, 
cannot be found in the Clerk's office. They 
were destroyed apparently by some offic.al 
connected with the Criminal Court or 
Clerk’e office previous to the incumbency of 
the present officials. 

Archibald Carr, Clerk of the 
Court and custodian of the records of that 
court, expresses the opinion that the rec- 
ords were de! beratciy falsified and the in- 
dictment destroyed by somebody connected 
with the clerk's office in 1883, actuated by 
friendship for Brady. 

“It is not the only piece of dirty and dis- 
reputable work that was done in thoso 
times in the clerk's office,”’ said Mr, Carr, 
"There are eople living who were connected 
with the clerk’s office in 1883 who are not 
abie to clear their skirts of the disreputable 
practices prevalent under that regime.” 

In their eagerness to eliminate from the 
records all trace of the indictment against 
Brady, his friends overlooked the most im- 
portant point. They neglected to erase from 
the large book in which the minutes of the 


Criminal 


court proceedings are daily entered, the 
record of the indictment against Brady. 
The minutes of the proceecings of the 


Criminal Court containing this entry, which 
are now in the custody of Clerk Carr, 
furnish a clew to the glaring dishonesty of 
a court official. 

On page 178 of the minutes of the Criminal 
Court for the November term, 1888. appears 
the follow. ng entry, dated Nov, 2, 1883: 

“27-—Oct., 1883—Hugh J. Brady—Officer ac- 
cepiing bribe.’’

Of the indictments returned by the Ovc- 
tober Grand-jury of 1883, all are carefully 
filed away in Clerk Carr’s office but tnat 
of Brady. «Mr. Carr says the papers were 
missing before he took charge of the off.ce.

STRIKE LEADER TELLS HOW THE 
BRIBE MONEY WAS PAID HIM 
IN ST. LOUIS. 


WAS TOLD HE NEEDED REST. 


RETURNED TO BELLEVILLE 
WEARING A GOLD WATCH AND 
COVERED WITH JEWELRY. 


He Is Now Negotiating for Special 
Rates to Take His Army to 
Murphysboro, Ill., by Rail 
on Friday Evening. 


The sudden leap of General Alexander 
Bradley from poverty to temporary afflu- 
ence, as told exclusively in the Wednesday 
Post-Dispatch, has caused a great deal of 
speculation fn Belleville. He says he ac- 
cepted a bribe of $500 on an implied prom- 
ise to go home. He reported the transaction 
at a meeting of the m'ners, showed the rol] 
freely, and says the is going to uge it in the 
miners’ cause. . 

Most. of the miners believe his story. They 
appointed a committee to draw up resolu- 
tions explaining the transaction and ex- 
pressing their confidence in Bradley. Few 
others, however, believe that the whole 
truth has been told. 

Bradley told the story of the transac- 
tion to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
morning. .It is a remarkable one. 

“I left Duquoin Sunday night,”’ he said. 
“My funds were running low and 1 swung 
onto a freight. Just before reaching Pinck- 
neyville a brakeman discovered me’ and 
made such a fuss that I got off. 

“I waited at Pinckneyville until the 
morning passenger train arrived and got 
on it with a ticket for Belleville. Before the 
train had gone a mile two well-dressed men 
came up to my seat. They said: ‘Hello, 
Bradley,’ slapped me. on the back and said 
they were awful glad to see me. I had 
never seen them before in my life. 

“They sat down with me and talked about 
the strike. They said I had made a good 
record and ought to go home and rest up a 
little. I told them I thought of doing so 
for a couple of days. 

“When Belleviiie was reached they asked 
me to go on to Sr. Louis. I told them 
[ was nearly out of wm 4 They said they 
would pay my fare, and hinted that they 
might g.ve me something to help the cause 
along. I thought I might get a 5 or 10 
spot, and I went with them, 

“One. of the men left me at Broadway 
and W ashington avenue. The other took 
me to Faust's. He finally said he thought 
he could get me $20 if I would go home.

FACTS FOR THE HOUSEWIFE 
GLEANED FROM THE MARKET. 


PRICES WITHIN REACH OF ALL. 


Grapes Join Forces With Peaches, 
Pears, Prunes and Black- 
berries. 


The stalls at Union Market were massed 
with color Thursday morning and groaned 
beneath the we ght of luscious fruit. 

Grapes have joined forces with the berries 
and the products of trees and in no week of 
the year has the housewife had such a se- 
lection to choose from, 

Pyramids of purple German prunes are 
formed between mounds of red, fuzzy peach- 
es; bunches that are almost black and come 
from the vineyard are beside rosy-cheeked 
apples, that come from the Ozarks. There 
are splashes of yellow where oranges are 
heaped and where bananas swing; there are 
more groups of purple where blackberries 
are piled in boxes; there is the tint of light 
red from the pineapple and the cooling 
green of the watermelon. 

For the first time this year the fruit Is 
in splendid condition, the cool weather hav- 
ing prevented its ripening too fast and hav- 
ing treated it kindly in transportation. 

A walk was taken through the market 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter and informa- 
tion gathered for those who wish to fur- 
nish their table with the luscious fruit of 
midsummer. 

Blackberries can be had for 6 cents a box, 
or six boxes for 2% cents. They are large 
and firm. 

The Tyson pear is for gale. It is a seed- 
ling of the seckel and is quoted at 10 and 
16 cents a dozen. Bartletts as yellow as 


oranges are 30 and 4 cents. 
June apples are 5 cents a quart measure; 
red Astrakhans firm and large are 10 cents, 
There are peaches of every variety and 
the price rangs from 6 to 25 cents a dozen. 
The grapes are of the early Ives variety. 
These first shipments show that prices will 
be low and the vine product unusually 
abundant. Already the grapes are selling at 
5 cents a pound and 35 cents a basket. 
Wild goose plums are 6 cents a quart 
and the big purple German plums 10 cents 
a dozen, while Japanese plums are quoted 
at the same price. 
Pineapple now range from 6 to 2 cents.

CAUGHT AT LAST IN MEMPHIS. 


SHE PRETENDED HAVING BEEN 
INJURED BY FALLING IN A 
PARK AVENUE CAR. 


Claim Agent Brady Settled and After 
the Money Was Paid He Learned 
That He Had Been Made 
a Victim. 


President Edwards Whitaker of the Lin- 
dell Railway Co. and others connected with 
the system were greatly pleased Thursday 
morning with the contents of a dispatch 
from Memphis, Tenn. 

Mingled with the pleasure was a trace of 
chagrin, for the telegram, which told of 
the arrest of William Webb and Anna 
Webb, recalled a clever bunko game of 
which the company was recently the victim. 

The Webbs are charged in Memphis with 
fraud, and the telegram says that the wo- 
man pretended to have been injured on a 


street car and began a suit for damages. 
That she and her enterprising husband are 
behind bars is due to a warning sent from 


th-s city. 
From an investigation made by Claim 
Agent J. F Brady of the Lindell it appears 


that the Webbs have made money eas.ly for 
several years, and every cent has come from 
street railroads. They have traveled from 
city to city, says Mr. Brady, working their 
game, until finally, by accident, their plan 
of campaign was exposed and warnings 
were sent out that have resulted in their 
downfall. 

President Whitaker said, when questioned 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday, that 
he thad a vivid recoliection of the Webbs, 
and he instructed Mr. Brady to make the 
particulars public. 

The claim agent chuckled as he turned 
over the leaves of his record book. 

“So they have been caught at last, eh? 
Cleverest workers I ever saw.”’ 

With which prefatory remarks he settled 
back In his chair and began the narrative, 
frequently consulting a book. 

“On March 8,” said he, “the case of Mrs. 
Wm. Webb was referred to me for investi- 
gation and adjustment. 

“The conductor's story was that, om the 
day before, Sunday, two women had board- 
ed a Park avenue car at Broadway and 
Washington avenue. One of the women 
was flesh and seemed rather awkward, 
He gave them a good cpportunity to reach 
c seat, and then gave the go ahead signal. 
The fleshy woman stood in the aisle until 
half a block had been passed, then sank 
or fell to the floor. He ran to her assist- 
ance. She moaned, said she was in great 
pain and complained she had been thrown 
down. 

The conductor let the two women off at 
Fifteenth street, and assisted the fleshy 
woman indoors at 156. 

“T at once visited the house and was 
shown into a room on the third floor. Mrs, 
Webb was in bed, and she groaned so piti- 
fully that my heart was touched, for even 
a claim agent has a heart.

This 
statement corroborated what my eyes had 
told me while in the sufferer’sg room. 

“Mr. Webb added that he feared his wife 
was seriously injured and that Dr. Spoon- 
er had intimated the spine was hurt. 

‘The physician referred to was found at 
1721 Washington avenue. Yes, he had ex- 
amined the woman and had found traces of 
injury to the spine; besides she was in a 
condition when a fall might cause serious 
results. 

‘It was a clear case, I thought, and it 
was only a question how much damages 
I made a mental note that 
the ‘brutal’ conductor should be fired.

Davidson was eltting on his door-steps 
and his dog was beside him. The dog-catch- 
ing crew drew up to the mouth of the alley 
on which Davidson's home faces and be 
fore the old man knew what had happened 
the lariat was around his dog's neck and 
it was being dragged towards the wagon. 

It was ciearly in violation of law to 
lariat the dog while it was on its owner's 

remises and not running wild in the pwb- 
je streets. 

Davidson protested and followed the peg 
catchers to the wagon, where he grabbe 
his dog and tried to pull it away from 
Theodore Roderman, the foreman of the 


crew. 

Seeing a crowd gathering, Andy Betzold 
one of the dog catchers, drew a biace o 
revolvers. He struck Davidson with one 
back of the ear and knocked him to the 
grouns, The old map still held on to his 


og. 

Rederman called to Nick Abel, who was 
driving to use the base ball bat and Abe] 
ewung the club across Davidson's hands.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 29.—Dr. J. D. | 
Porter, president of the Physicians’ Supply | 
Company, committed suicide at his store 
yesterday by swallowing morphine, strych- 
nine and hydrate of chloral, and inhaling 
gas. 

Dr. Porter’s act was caused by the fact 
that his wife insisted on riding a bicycle 
against his wishes. He did not consider the 
practice womanly, and tried to keep her 
from it. but she would ride in spite of him. 

Before coming to Kansas City he lived at 
Emporia, Kan., where he had married his 
first wife. She was an invalid, and died 
after coming here. Dr. Porter hed married 
again about two years ago. This time he 
wedded Miss Blandy of Zanesville, O.,

PICTURESQUE SOLAR ECLIPSE.

PEOPLE SEIZED THE OPPORTUN- 
ITY TO GAZE HEAVENWARD 
FOR A FEW MINUTES. 


One of the Most Dramatic and Beauti- 
ful Displays Ever Seen 
by Astronomers of 
This City. | 


- 


Nearly all the city of St. Louis observed 
the partial eclipse of the sun, which began 
at 7:% o’clock Thursday morning and ended 
at 9:32. 

It was a particularly beautiful display, 
and was quite visible to the naked eye, 
without much necessity for the use of in- 
struments or of smoked glass. 

Throughout the West End and the rest- 
dence districts of the north and south ends 
the windows, doors and yards of homes and 
small shops were occupied by men, women 
and children, who manifested unusual in- 
terest In the solar demonstration. 

A few persons were out with opera glasses 
and small telescopes, while the ubiquitous 


camera appeared in many localities. 

By 8 o’clock the atmosphere became hazed 
and shadowy, with that peculiar dead glow 
which in tropical countries indicates the 
coming of the simoon or the earthquake. 

This condition prevailed for an hour, when 
the eclipse was at its center. Thin clouds 
occasionally passed over the sun, but failed 
to obscure the picture longer than a few 
seconds at a time. 

“It was a peculiarly beautiful exhibition,” 
said Rev. Ir] R. Hicks. “I do not recall 
an eclipse in my experience that seemed so 
full of magnificent action. Nervous clouds 
swarmed across the sun’s face, but did not 
mar the exceptionally yrowy scene. 

"My telescope showe violent perturba- 
tions. To the southwest appeared an enor- 
mous sun-spot, with a DdDlack chasm at its 
center, into which, like nodding plumes, the 
waves of fire seemed to fall. Towards the 
northeast of the giant spot and just above 
the line of the moon’s pathway, were two 
smaller spots, of similar description. 
‘These indicated unusual activity in the 
sun, due to a season of storms on that 
planet. 

“After the Post-Dispatch appears on the 
streets this afternoon thosé spots can still 
be observed. 

‘The earth always feels the effects of 
extraordinary sun perturbations, and I pre- 
dict we shal] have storms and electrical dis- 
plays—probably to-night—as a result of the 
solar disturbances. 

“I did not anticipate anything more than 
the customary exhibition of an eclipse, but 
the affair developed into a dramatic picture 
such as I have never before seen.”’ 

Mr. Hicks made his observations from his 
home at Wells Station, and all his neighbors 
were permitted to look through his big tele- 
scope and enjoy the beauties of the heaven- 
ly picture. 

Prof. Pritchett of the Washington Uni- 
versity had left the city Wednesday night 
on his annua] vacation, and the University 
telescope was not turned on the eclipse. 
Prof. Dulac of the St. Louis University, 
together with the entire faculty, was out 
of town, and no information could be ob- 
tained from that source 

Hence it remained for the unprofessional 


—with several exceptions—to take astronom- 


ical notes of the moon’s darkening of the 
sun, 
It is a well-established rule of estronomy 
that unusual] perturbations on the sun have 
a greater or less influence upon the ¢ imatic 
conditions of the earth. ence tho fact 
the sun is now in the midst of an extraor- 
dinary storm pcriod, and is sure to result 
in at least, as Prof, Hicks says, brilliant 
electrical displays. But they are not lable 
to be dangerous. 
During the morning there were numerous 
instances of friendly courtesy between per- 
sons not even acquainted with each other. 
On an Olive street car coming east at 8:30 
o’clock, a lady, who wore smoke-colored 
gigs, leaned out of the window and ob- 
served the eclipse with a beaming coun- 
tenance. Her interest in the exhibition 
grew until she began to pity those who 
were trying to see without a glass, 
Suddenly she bent forward and touching

The eclipse wae a great success in every 
respect, and the thousands who did not 
learn anythi by it achieved at least the 
sensation of olding their heads heaven-

STORY OF TWO STRANGE TRIALS 


Evidence Was Stronger Against the 
Man Who Was Set at Liberty 
, Than Against the One Convicted. 


Charies R. Carter, the man who preferred 
to run the risk of the gallows to remaining 
in the wild country of the Yukon River, and 
who related in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
hie experience while in the Klondike region, 
may eoon be freed from the Missouri Peni- 
tentary. 

Ex-Gov. Charlies P. Johnson does not be- 
lieve Carter guilty of the murder for which 
he was sentenced to be hanged, and for 
which he now is serving a sentence com- 
muted to twenty-five years. 

So Ormily is the great criminal] lawyer con- 
vinoed that Carter ie¢ being unjustly pun- 
ished that he has prepared a petition that 
will soon be sent to Gov. Stephens asking 
the man’s pardon. — 

“The case is a most remarkable one,” 
said the lawyer to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday. “Two men were indicted for 
murder, he evidence against both was the 
Same; perhaps it was a little stronger 
against one than the other. One man was 
sentenced to death; the other was acquitted, 
and it was against the one who was ac- 
quitted that the State had the otrongest 
evidence.”’ 

The Governor did not state at this point 
that he defended the man who was acqult- 
sant his modesty preventing, but such is the 
act. 

Asked to go into detail, he leaned back 
im his chair and told this remarkable story 
of a murder and two prosecutions:

‘Crocket'e action in regard to the itndict- 
ments had caused considerable ill-feeling 
towards him, and at the trial test'mony was 
presented showin that Carter had used the 
ominous words at no good would befall 
Crocket for his boyy 

“Suspicion finally warranted the arrest 
of Carter and Kelton. There was no eve 
witness to the killing, but some strong cir- 
cumstantial evidence, considering the feel- 
ing upon the part of Carter and Kelton 
against Crocket, was discovered in the 
movements of the two parties on the night 
before. Crocket, it seems, drank heav- 
ily the night of the homicide, and 
had gone into a billiard Sa- 
loon, where he had been placed upon a 
eot near the stove. He remained there 
sleeping until about the time of the closing 
of the place, at 10 o'clock, when he was 
aroused and started towards home, several 
dDiockae distant. 

“Kelton had been seen to go into the sa- 
loon twice. Carter had also made inquiries 
there for both Crocket and Kelton. Carter 
and Kelton had been seen at Carter’s drug 
store earlier in the evening.
